Are 
the Government, <t. asks, or any members of 
the Government, contemplating a return to the 
Prinkipo policy, or havo they definitely decided 
to drop it? Do they maintain, for domestic or 
other Teasons, the idea of abandoning Koltchak, 
Denikin, Yudenitch, and our other Russian 
friends to their own unaided resources, and, 
above all, do they still congratulate themselves, 
and congratulate England, upon the reflection 
that wo have paid our ; debt of honour,” and 
that we can always tell the Russians we have 
given them their chance? The American 
Government do not appear to have awaited in- 
terrogations upon this issue. They have thought 
it incumbent upon them, and due to the demo- 
cracy in whose name they act; to make a spon- 
taneous statement upon it, and the State De- 
partment has announced that “no plan con- 
templating compromise with the Russian 
Bolshevist Government will be approved by the 
United States Government.” Those words 
are clear and categorical. They are the 
words of a Government who know their 
as mind, and _who are not afraid to state it 
ay and plainly. The Russian people, con- 
mas Times, to-day are firmly convinced 
na roism they showed, and the sacrifices 

y mado in the first months of the war, saved 
the Allies from destruction. How far that con- 
viction is founded, or not, is for the present 
argument irrelevant, The material fact is, that 
Mt exists, and that its existence colours the view 
held by the Russian people of our obligations 
towards them.

DEPARTMENT.

A RECORD OF GOOD WORK. 

During the last year of the war, when there 
wee a famine in paper, the Irish War Hospital 
Supply Dépét in Ireland established a depart- 
ment for the collection and sale of paper for 
the benefit of wounded men-at-arms. Private 
individuals, schools, banks, and commercial 
establishments were aeked to save their waste- 
paper and to send it to the offices of the 
National Waete-Paper Department for disposal. 
The response was very erous. This Depart- 
ment fulfilled the dual function of saving paper 
and helping the wounded. It was just getting 
into its stride when hostilities ended. Just 
about £1,000 worth had been received and dis- 

d of when peace was declared. 

On Wednesday last the Committee of this 
Department met. to close its accounts. Lady 
Arnott, D.B.E., presided, and Mre. Hignett, 
O.B.E., Deputy Head of the Irish War Hospital 
Supply Dépét, presented her audited accounts, 
and the balance in hend, £160, was, by unani- 
mous vote, handed over to the Irish Orthopedic 
Hospital for children. The only other property 
of the Department was a typewriter, which is 
to be ted by the Committee to the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society. 

The Right Hon. Sir John Ress, Hon. Trea- 
surer, testified to the magnificent work per- 
formed by .the voluntary workers who had 
made the National Waste-Paper Department a 
success. The paper, he pointed out, had to be 
collected, stored and sorted, segregated and sold. 
It was dirty work; and it was dono by ladies, in 
order to provide bandages and hospital equip- 
ment for Red Cross hospitals et the various 
battle fronts.

REPUBLICAN SUCCESS. 

Telegraphing on Thursday, the Press Associa- 
tion's Washington Correspondent says >—The 
United States Senate discussed the Peace Treaty 
to-day. An amendment proposing that the 
United States should assist France for five years 
in maintaining French sovereignty in Aleace and 
Lorraine was rejected by 46 votes to 51. 

Reuter’s Oorrespondent, telegraphing from 
Washington on Friday, says:;—The Senate's 
reservation qualifying the obligations of the 
United States under Article 10 of the Peace 
Treaty is couched in language which President 
Wilson, during his speech-making tour in the 
West, declared would cut the heart out of the 
Covenant, and would mean the rejection of the 
The reservation provides thet the 
United States shall assume no Nig éa to 
preserve the territorial integrity or political in- 
dependence of any other country; or to inter- 
fere with controversies between other 
nations, whether members of the ae 
of Nations or not; or to employ 
military or naval forces under any Article 
of the Treaty, for any purpose, unless in any 
particular case Congress shall, by .an Act or 
joint resolution, so provide. 

A solid Republican vote, reinforced by far 
Democrats, effected the adoption of the reserva- 
tion oxactly as it came from the Foreign Rela- 
tions Commiitee. Members of the Adminiatra- 
tion group fought throughout the day to secure 
some modifications, but were unsuccessful. When 
they were finally forced-to yield, Senator Hitch- 
cock gave notice of five reservations, on which 
he would ask for a vote hater, covering with- 
drawal from the League, the Monroe’ Doctrine, 
Article 10, domestic questions, and voting 
equality in the League. 

The vote on the question of the closure of the 
debate on the entire Treaty will come up on 
Saturday morning. The Republican leaders say 
that it depends entirely on the Democratic 
Senators whether Senator Lodge's move to cur- 
tail the debaie will be successful. The Demo- 
cratic leaders are not prepared to announce how 
they will vote, as they are afraid that agree- 
ments to so sweeping a programme might im- 
peril their chances of securing the passage of a 
ratification resolution of their own.

MESSAGE FROM THE KING. 
Correspondent, with M. 
Poincairy, received from the President as he

I have delightful 
recollections of my visit of 1915, but on the 
present occasion I have found something more 
deep and more serious in the feelings of the 
British people. Our friendship, if I may say 
so, has been sanctified by our common suffer- 
ings. and, at the. same time, ennobled by our 
common victory. This friendship is now strong 
enough to ensure, in the future, the collabora- 
tion, in mutual confidence, of both our coun- 
tries.‘ Hitherto the union of the two peoples 
has been the work of Governments and of dip- 
lomacy, but to-day it is themselves who have 
united, and who say to their Governments of 
to-day, of manned and for all time—‘ Never 
again shall we be divided,’ ”

BERLIN STUDENTS AND THE

GREAT HINDENBURG 


DEMONSTRATION. 

Reuter’s Berlin Correspondent telegraphed on 
Friday :—Crowds of students and schoolboys, 
with flags of the old German colours—black, 
white, and red—had gathered before the Reich- 
stag building to-day to await Marshal vor 
Hindenburg and General von Ludendorff, who 
expected to be present at the inquiry into 
peace possibilities during the war. They did 
not, however, appear, as the examination will 
probably not take place before Monday. Cheers 
for the two leaders, and shouts of “ Down with 
the Government and the Court of Enquiry ” 
were heard, whereupon a well-dressed man 
addressed the crowd from a motor car, telling 
them of the postponement of Hindenburg’s 
examination, and requesting them to come 
there again on Monday. According to further 
Press reports, eight to ten thousand students 
then gathered near Marshal Hindenburg’s resi- 
dence. They blocked the road, and in spite of 
Marshal Hindenburg’s protests, refused to let 
his car pass. The Marshal's car was pushed 
into the Tiergarten to a restaurant, formerly 
called the Kaiser Wilhelm Zelt. Since the re- 
volution the word Kaiser hus been covered 
over with paper, but one of the students, point- 
ing to it, said—*‘‘ We Germans will no longer 
suffer such a scandal. Jt is an im 
sult to the name of our glorious 
Kaiser. In our eyes the Empire still 
exists. The covering was then removed, 
amid cheers for the Empire. Outside the Reiche- 
tag another student spoke, saying that the 
nation should not suffer its greatest General to 
be examined like a silly schoolboy by this court 
of inquiry. Marshal Hindenburg’s motor car, 
being unable to approach the Reichstag building, 
turned, and the Marshal, after thanking the 
crowd for its greetings, drove off. 

Herr Noske afterwards announced that all 
measures were being taken to prevent similar 
demonstrations in the future.

BOLSHEVIK DEFEAT NEAR 
RIGA. 


ARMOURED TRAIN 
DISASTER, 


A Reuter’s Copenhagen telegram of 
Friday says:—The West Courland is now 
firmly in the hands of the Letis, and, 
with Libau and Windau as  concen-. 
tration bases, the Letts are threatening the 
German troops in Mid-Courland. According to 
a Riga telegram to the official Lett Bureau, this 
menace is accentuated by the Lett offensive 
fron® Friedrichstadt, in East Courland. The 
station of Olaine, ón the Riga-Mitau Railway, 
twenty kilometres from Riga, has been cap- 
tured by the Letts. - 

On the Bolshevist front, the Letts on Novem- 
ber 12 made a surprise attack on the fortified 
line Novaya-Dokurishki-Tartacz-Naya, on the 
Riga-Divinsk Railway, about 190 kilometres 
from Riga, driving back the Bolshevists as far 
as St. Nizgal, and reaching Sloboda, 27 kilo- 
metres from Dvinsk. The railway. was bivwn 
up at four places in the rear of the Bolshevists, 
with the result that a Bolshevist armoured train 
suffered disaster. 

The Letts captured 130 prisoners, two hea7y 
guns, three machine guns, and much war mate- 
rial. use 

All the Regular German troops have now leit 
Lithuania, according to a Kovno telegram to the 
Lithuanian Telegraph Agency, the last party 
moving off yesterday. The Lithuanian Genera: 
Staff report for November 12 says—In Selati 
district our army inflicted a severe defeat on 
Bermondt’s troops, which left many dead and 
wounded on the field. We took 138 prisoners 
and a large quantity of arms and ammunition. 

A Timea Helsingfors telegram of Thursday 
says—Violent Bolshevist attacks continue on the 
Esthonian positions along the line of small lakes 
between the Gulf of Finland and Yudenitch’s 
right, north of Yamburg. 

Yudeniteh has been forced back in his centre 
to the line of the River Luga, and is holding a 
position immediately east of Yamburg.
